Mrs. Kloiber is using the knowledge and ex-
perience she gained in helping her daughter to 
help others. She started Jacey’s Journey, a 
non-profit organization that provides education 
and assistance to families with children suf-
fering from neuromuscular disorders. To assist 
Jacey, the Kloiber’s developed a unique mobil-
ity device known as an Angel Arm, and 
through Jacey’s Journey, more than 200 of the 
devices have been provided for children 
around the world.

Because of Ms. Freund and her col-
leagues’ passionate study of resources, logis-
tics and technology, ITN to grow into a na-
tional consortium of thirteen affiliates in twelve 
states. 

In my district, ITN America is much more 
than a taxi service. Drivers go above and be-
yond to ensure clients have a positive door-to- 
door experience while accommodating for lug-
gage and other needs. ITN is constantly 
lauded for their outstanding customer service 
and prompt availability around the clock. In a 
letter to the editor of the Portland Press Her-
ald, an ITN client effused her relief that she no 
longer has to worry about how she would 
make it to appointments or simply drive to the 
ocean on the weekend. ITN has restored the 
dignity of countless persons who have retired 
from driving or never had the privilege to 
drive—granting them agency over the life they 
deserve. 

I was pleased to introduce H. Res. 851 ear-
lier this year, which further recognizes the 
substantial achievements of ITN America and 
its valuable contributions to countless commu-
nities. Again, I congratulate the Independent 
Transportation Network of America and their 
incredible team for their exemplary leadership 
in achieving the milestone of one million rides. 
Remarkably, this marker hardly quantifies the 
transformative impact they have had on so 
many lives and I look forward to supporting 
ITN’ s continued advocacy for the elderly and 

those unable to drive in Maine and across our 
nation.

With her passion, vol-
unteerism, and conviction, Barbara helped 
lead the Pride Foundation at a critical moment 
in history, and helped to cultivate it into one of 
the leading LGBTQ organizations in the Pa-
cific Northwest. To date, the Pride Foundation 
has remained on the forefront of pursuing eq-
uity and positive systemic change in our soci-
ety. 

Barbara remained resolute in her tireless 
advocacy for equality throughout her life. 
Whether fundraising for organizations, sup-
porting local candidates who shared her val-
ues, advocating on the Lambda Legal Board 
of Directors, or serving as a member of the 
Greater Seattle Business Association (GSBA), 
Barbara Bailey’s activism and principles paved 
the way for LGBTQ people in the region. Her 
legacy lives on through the Barbara Bailey 
Scholarship Fund, which will empower a new 
generation of leaders.

Dr. Yee’s background of over four decades 
in social science research and experience in 
hospital services have shaped her into a lead-
er in person-centered care and health. Donna 
received her Master of Social Work from the 
University of Washington and her Ph.D. in So-
cial Policy at the Heller School, Brandeis Uni-
versity. Because of Dr. Yee’s leadership, ACC 
Senior Services will continue to grow with the 
goal of identifying, developing, and providing 
culturally sensitive health and social services 
for seniors.

On September 21, 2018 Officer Gibson 
came to assist a woman threatening to drive 

her car off a cliff, in an apparent suicide at-
tempt. While another officer distracted the 
woman, Officer Gibson rushed to her vehicle 
from the opposite side, jumped in through an 
open window through the passenger’s side 
and shut down the vehicle, risking great per-
sonal harm but successfully halting it’s move-
ment further off the cliff. The woman fought 
with Officer Gibson to restart the vehicle, but 
both officers were able to regain control and 
prevent her from turning on the vehicle again. 
Afterwards she was taken into custody and 
transported to a medical facility. 

Officer Gibson demonstrated extreme devo-
tion to his duty and the protection of others by 
endangering himself in an effort to save the 
life of another. These actions are honorable 
and representative of the great lengths our 
first responders go to better keep our commu-
nity safe. On behalf of the United States 
House of Representatives, I thank Officer Gib-
son. His actions are recognized and it is an 
honor to have him serving the constituents of 
California’s Eighth Congressional District.

STANDING WITH THE UKRAINIAN 
PEOPLE AGAINST RUSSIAN AG-
GRESSION

Mr. LARSEN of Washington. Mr. Speaker, I 
rise to support H. Res. 1162 and voice my 
outrage at continued Russian violations of 
Ukrainian sovereignty. 

The list of Russian provocations is lengthy. 

Russia has fueled the war in the Donbas, 
first by providing material and mercenary sup-
port to armed separatists and later by sending 
in troops to fight directly. Russia also illegally 
invaded and occupied the Crimean Peninsula. 
Additionally, Russian-backed separatists using 
Russian-supplied weaponry shot down a pas-
senger airliner, killing 298 innocent civilians. 
To this day, Russia refuses to accept respon-
sibility despite overwhelming evidence. Most 
recently, Russian ships seized and boarded 
Ukrainian vessels sailing between two Ukrain-
ian ports in the Kerch Strait, detaining Ukrain-
ian sailors. This violation of international law 
cannot go unmet. 

What happens to Ukraine matters to the 
United States because violations of inter-
national borders and maritime law harm the 
United States. The United States benefits 
greatly from the rules-based order it set up 
with a coalition of countries after World War II. 
Any violation of these rules and norms must 
be responded to appropriately. Now that H. 
Res. 1162 has passed on voice vote, I call on 
my colleagues in Congress and the adminis-
tration to explore further ways to hold Russia 
accountable for its blatant violations of Ukrain-
ian sovereignty. Finally, as the Ukrainian gov-
ernment works to strengthen transparency and 
the rule of law, I urge my colleagues in Con-
gress to be willing partners to secure the ben-
efits of democracy and stability for the Ukrain-
ian people. 
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
